Tentative plans for a 83,000,000 plant to be 
located on a 107-acre tract near the Fairless Works 
of the U.S. Steel C orporation in Falls Township are 
now being studied. 


The industry prefers to remain anonymous un­ 
til final decision is made. 


This was announced today by officials of the 
Bucks County Industrial Development Corporation 
which has been in contact with the big company 
for several months and which has been paving the 
way for the industry to locale here. 


The anouncement came after State Senator 
Marvin B. Keller revealed that the Pennsylvania 
Industrial Development Authority's appropriation 
has been boosted from $1,850,000 to $2,200,000. 
The extra funds would be used to help finance the 
new local industry. 


The General Assembly this afternoon cleared 
and sent to Gov. David L. Lawrence the appropria­ 
tion bill. 


However final decision will not be made until 
T hursday of this week when representatives of the 
industry, the Bucks County Industrial Development 
Corporation, the State Authority and local financial 
institutions will meet. 


Decision of the industry too will rest upon the 
capacity of the Industrial Development Corporation 
to raise $600,000 in Bucks County as its commit­ 
ment in the financ ing program, representing as it 
will, a third mortgage on the proposed $3,000,000 
plant. 


A second mortgage of $900,000 would be 
held by tile Pennsylvania Industrial Development 
Authority and a first mortgage by County financial 
institutions. 


Should Thursday’s decision be a positive one 
construction of the new plant would begin within 
a few months.
